According to a recent news story, the 
war continues on gobbledegook. And gob- 
bledegook, in case you didn’t know, is a 
special form of the English language used 
by the heads of government agencies. 

It is a complex language, understood

only by these government men themselves. 
Yet they turn out reams of it for other 
people to read, including newspaper re- 
porters who must try to translate it into 
plain English. 

It has one virtueambiguity. The man 
who uses it never can lose his job for say- 
ing the wrong thing. Good gobbledegook, 
or governmentese, can mean so many 
things, or nothing at all, that he who prac- 
tices it always has an alibi. 

This war on gobbledezgook is being 
waged by the General Services Adminis- 
tration, the housekeeping agency of the 
federal government. The GSA receives a 
lot of mail from other government agen- 
cies and would like to get it in the kind of 
language that can be read and understood. 


This is the only current war on gobble- 
degook, but this business of a language 
within a language thrives under other 
names. Each profession has its own patios; 
even the writing profession, which should 
know better. Lawyers, doctors, financiers 
and social workers, to name a few, con- 
verse with one another in private langu- 
ages and some of the more ingrown mem- 
bers of the professions have forgotten how 
to talk the vulgate, or laymen’s English. 


As for the language of writers, human 
beings just don’t talk or think in jour- 
nalese, the gobbledegook of the style books 
insisted upon by the wire services and 
many newspapers. The average reader 
plays his language by ear, while the writer 
writes by rules. And the hand of the gram- 
marian is a cold and deadly one. 


Language is the basic means of com- 
munication between people. Considering 
the number of languages in the world, the 
surgroups within a language and the fact 
that the same word can mear different 
things to different people, the wonder is 
that we understand each other as well as 
we do. 


High Prosperity Level 
Shows Signs of Stability 


When is a boom not a boom? 

That’s a question we doubt even the 
best of the economists can answer. But 
as the continuing level of high prosperity 
gives evidence of becoming stable the 
question becomes quite intriguing. 


Concern about LEisenhower’s illness 
gave the stock market and some busi- 
nessmen the jitters—but only temporarily. 
It reflected somewhat the idea that Eisen- 
hower’s is a businessman’s administration 
and ‘that any other. would be antibusi- 
ness. . 

Meanwhile, ‘the Wall Street Journal 
reports that a survey of 90 of the coun- 
try’s leading c¢orporations—ranging in 
size from the biggest steel and auto com- 
panies to auto dealers and appliance re- 
tailers—show nofte have decided to cut 
back or to postpone expansion plans, in- 
ventory buying or any other business ac- 
tivity. Only 13 showed any uncertainty. 
Eastern Air Lines, for instance, has an- 
nounced plans for a $350,000, 000 expan- 
sion program. 

An insurance company executive is 
quoted as saying: “Some of our most pros- 
perous years have been during Demo- 
cratic administrations. There’s no reason 
to think that business will disappear if 
the Republicans lose next year.” 

A New York banker frets about tax 
cuts and other factors that might increase 
consumer incomes. He fears that we're 
close to the limit of our, productive re- 
sources and that continued demand will 
cause more inflation. The answer to that, 
of course, seerhs to be the expansion pro- 
gram. of industry to increase capacities. 

Excessive credit is being curbed some- 
what by restrictions and voluntary con- 
trols.

The so-called boom 
is moving towatd a shaky stability? that 
with smooth handling could become per- 
manent.

Today’s Economic Colossus 


From an Address at the University of Texas 
Eli Whitney was most certainly a “rugged individualist’ in the sense 
in which that phrase is commonly used. But the America which Whitney 
foreshadowed and helped create was to require new meaning for this 
phrase. It became an America in which industrial individualism meant 
less and less as the old-style craftsman was replaced by a machine. 


In this new America the shoe- 
maker, the iron-monger, the gun- 
smith, the miller, the butcher, the 
merchant, was with increasing’ fre- 


quency not an individual but a 
corporation whose ‘‘personality’’ 
was a legal fiction. Indeed, it 
would seem that our industrial 


eenius flourished not so much from 
the “rugged individualism” in 
which we have been wont to take 
such pride, but in almost the very 
opposite—in planning and adminis- 
tering vast organizations in which 
the individual plays a limited role. 

As time went on these corpora- 
tions grew in size. They also grew 
in effectiveness and in vigor. We 
owe much to their development. 
There was also a price. From the 
abuses of unregulated and ag- 
gressive business enterprises came 
anti.- trust laws, militant labor 
unions, measures to protect and 
succor the small man. Here arose 
many of the great issues that have 
divided our two. major political 
parties and given to them their 
distinctive features through the 
last S0Q,years. 

And out of the debates of our 
political parties, through two 
major depressions and two world 
wars, out of corporate risk-taking 
and enterprise, out of the inter- 
action of science and industry, 
labor and agriculture, out of our 
universiti¢s and public forums, out 
of all this creative ferment has 
emerged this giant of power and 
complexity, this marvel of vital 
flexible organization, which is 
America, the economic Colossus of 
today. 

If men and women as individuals 


have contributed greatly to this 


a 


development; so have they too, 
through their common agencies of 
government. At the time when we, 
ourselves were an underdeveloped 
nation and suffering from a short- 
age of private capital, our state 
and national governments supplied 
indispensable help and stimulus to 
businessmen. Ever since, our 
governments have undertaken or 
stimulated a wide variety of eco- 
nomic activities. Between the 
Panama Canal and the Alaska 
Railway, both public enterprises, 
the government has hundreds of 
enterprises and some of them, like 
the Tennessee _Valley Authority, 
have become models for the mod- 
ern world. 

I am persuaded that we Ameri- 
cans, since 1900, have not searched 
altogether in vain for means -of 
reconciling individual freedom and 
this highly organized and im- 
personal industrial society. 

Government, according to our 
new working conception, may and 
indeed must play a positive role 
in our economy in order to make 
sure that advancing technology is 
the servant, not the master of our 
people. 

In other words, we have formed 
a unique partnership between 
governmental and private enter- 
prise, a mixed economy which is 
the despair ‘of doctrinaire re- 
actionaries as it js of doctrinaire 
radicals—including the Communist 
leaders who have been freely pre- 
dicting the collapse of capitalism 
for a long time. It is an arrange- 
ment which has thus far proved 
remarkably responsive to our vast 


and varied and constantly shifting 


needs. \

He was at Le Mans, France, 
last summer standing a hundred 
yards across .he tracks from the 
accident that killed one driver and 
about 70 spectators. 

This Atlanta racing enthusiast 
considers the Le Mans affair a 
much more sporting proposition 
than the annual ‘'500’’ at the In- 
dianapolis Speedway. The Hoosier 
classic is 500 miles of monotony 
and endurance, he says — 200 
times around a 2!2-mile oval. The 
Le Mans course is 8t2 miles in- 
cluding ‘‘S’’ turns and other tests 
of driving skill. The French race 
lasts 24 hours, two drivers to a 
car. No one man can drive more 
than 18 hours. Teammates usual- 
ly spell each other at six-hour in- 
tervals. 

Incidentally, the 500-mile race 
here at home is fighting for its 
existence since the American Au- 
tomobile. Assn. withdrew sponsor- 
ship. Of recent years the engines 
have been limited to 270 cubie 
inches piston displacement. There 
is talk that next year’s lists may 
be opened to stock engines, which 
run more than 270 inches.

GOP Defeat in 1956 
Is Nota Certainty 


WASHINGTON—Despite the encouraging med- 
ical news from Denver, the prevailing view in 
Washington is that President Eisenhower will al- 


most certainly not submit himself to the rigors and tension of a sec 


ond term. 


If this is the inescapable consequence of the President’s heart 
attack—and most politicians believe that it is—then the whole na- 


tional political situation becomes totally malleable. 


Previous po 


litical judgments have to be put aside. 


It was fashionable—and probably 
valid—to believe that the Republi- 
cans couldn’t lose with Eisenhower 
and couldn’t win without him. 

It was being constantly said that 
no Democratic nominee could pos- 
sibly win against Eisenhower or 


could possibly lose against any 
other Republican. 

Such judgments might still be 
proved right but I am inclined to 
think that they can’t be taken for 
granted. 

There are three new factors 
which enter the political equation 
on the premise that Mr. Eisen- 
hower recovers’ sufficiently—as 
now seems quite probable—to re- 
main active in office and in politics 
but ,not sufficiently to run. for a 
second term. They are these: 


1—If Mr. Eisenhower had de- 
liberately chucked the nomination 
because he felt no compelling duty 
to run or because he thought there 
was nothing vital to be accom- 
plished to which he could make a 
special contribution, he would un- 
doubtedly have lost most of his in- 
fluence to determine who should 
be his Republican successor. But 
by being involuntarily removed 
from the race for nonpolitical 
reasons and for reasons which he 
did not will, Mr. Eisenhower re- 
tains a much larger authority to

Suppose the Re- 
publican nominee were a nonpro- 
fessional politician but a man of 
wide government and world expe- 
rience like Paul G. Hoffman? Or 
suppose the President were cam- 
paigning for his distinguished 
brother, Dr. Milton Eisenhower, 
president of Pennsylvania State 
University, as The Chicago Sun- 
Times is now advocating? Nothing 
could be taken for granted with 
such nominees—certainly not Re 
publican defeat.

This Wall Street reaction wasn’t 
very welcome to the Republican 
Party, because it only dramatized 
the private view of Republican 
leaders that without the President 
their hopes next year: are very 
slim. 


What was also revealed that is 
also discouraging is that Wall 
street still seems insulated, exists 
in an ivory tower of its own, talks 
mostly to itself and seems to lack 
understanding of how’ other folks 
in the outside world think. 

Of late, there seems to have 
been a return of the old attitude 
that the stock exchange is rather 
more important than’ it is. It. still 
is regarded, it is true, as a sort 
of weather vane of economic con- 
ditions in business and financial 
circles, though it is not watched 


so closely by millions and millions 
of persons in the country. Thus its 
warnings and guidance about poli- 
tics are not likely to be taken as 
gospel. Millions who own no 
‘shares’? react politically on the 
basis of other considerations. 

If you appreciate the attitude of 
the speculative fraternity, it is 
easy to understand how any dis- 
ruption of the status quo in gov- 
ernment disturbs them. Things 
have been mighty nice. Big busi- 
ness and industry have a more po- 
tent voice in government than 
they have had in a long time. Even 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, which is supposed to 
watch and regulate the exchanges 
and investment business, is now 
effectively ‘‘packed’’ with repre- 
sentatives of the very interests it 
is supposed to regulate. It was 
shown in an analysis by Sen. 
O'Mahoney (D-Wyo) that all five

Medical Care Stressed | 


In School Athletics 


Physical education is an intri- 
cate part of our school system. 
It offers wholesome recreation, 
improves strength arid endur- 
ance, and helps mold character. 
But there is a tendency to over- 
emphasize and exploit athletics 
because our desire to win seems 
to be part of our American her- 
itage. 


To protect the health and safe- | 


ty of the participants, a joint 
committee of the National Edu- 
cation Assn. and the American 
Medical Assn. has suggested cer- 
tain standards along this line. 
Every participant ought to be 
examined at least once a year. 
In‘ addition, a physician should 
be present at all contests where 
there is a chance that someone 
will be hurt. 

It also was recommended that 


when an athle#: has an accident, 
he should not be readmitted to 


the sport except on the written | 


recommendation of a physician, 
The committee suggested that 
coaches bh» thoroughly versed in 
sports conditioning and training 
and first aid. Players also should 
receive basic instruction in first 
aid. 
Whenever there is reason to 
believe that the head, neck, or 
spine is hurt, the player should 
be placed at rest and given the 
immediate attention of a physi- 
cian. Every school should have 
a written policy concerning the 


responsibility for injury incurred. 


in athletics and arrangements 
for obtaining and paying for 
medical and hospital care of in- 
jured players. 


The importance of protective 
equipment was stressed. Compe- 
tition ought to take place only 
between teams of comparable 
ability. The playing season must 
be of reasonable duration andit 
is well to avoid pre-seasonal 
games unless the players. are 
well drilled in fundamentals and 
had a minimum of two weeks 
of physical training. 

The complete report also in- 
cludes advice on playfields and 
the nature of contests. Attention 
also was directed to the type 
of physical education suitable 
for students in various grades. 
Children in grades 1 to 3 usually 
engage in informal play and 
need no specialized supervision. 


But in grades 4 to 6, a broad 
program must be instituted as 
this group needs instruction in 
physical education and the op- 
portunity to learn skills in a wide 
variety of games and other acti- 
vities. Competition should be con- 
fined to contests between teams 
within an individual school 
(intramural sports), with an oc- 
casional game against a neigh- 
boring school. 


The grade schooler should not 
be bothered with organized 
schedules, leagues, champion- 
ships, night games, distant trav- 
eling, commercial promotion, or 
newspaper reporting.

abnormal people—ranging frum epileptics to amnesia vic- 
tims—by a lecturer from the Georgia Assn. for Mental 


Health. 

Special lectures on mental ill- 
ness will be included in the reg- 
ular police training course. 


Chief Herbert Jenkins said a 
new manual, “How to Recognize 
and Handle Abnormal People.” 
will be used. He said Atlanta po- 
licemen previously received lec- 
tures on the subject but he be- 
lieves the assistance of the mental 


health group will be ‘‘very val- 
uable.” 

Prepared “for the police offi- 
cer’’ by the National Association 
for Mental Health, the new man- 
ual deals with various disordered 
mental states in people the police- 
man may see in day-to-day 
work. 


The manual lists eight ‘‘telltale’’ 
signs or symptoms of mental ill- 
ness in an individual. Here they 


are. 

1. He shows big changes in his 
behavior. 

2. He has strange losses of mem- 
ory, such as being unable to tell 
where he is or what day it is. 

}. He thinks people are plotting 
against him, or has grand ideas 
about himself. 

4. He talks to himself or hears 
voices. 


>. He 
ing him or talking about him. 
6. He sees visions

or smells | 


strange odors or has peculiar 
tastes. 


7. He has complaints of bodily, 
ailments that are not possible. 


8. He behaves in a way danger- 
ous to himself or others. 


Dr. Robert A. Matthews and Dr. 
Loyd W. Rowland, authors of the 
manual, contend the police officer 
will handle people better ‘‘if he 
can recognize when a person is 
mentally disturbed.” 

They also emphasize that it is 
often difficult for the policeman to 
distinguish between confusion in a 
person produced by alcohol or 
drugs and the confusion produced 
by injury or illness. 

The patient in a diabetic coma, 
they note, may be confused with 
an alcoholic. When in doubt, the

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Savannah 


Is Smart 


Honestly, the city of Savannah is enough to make any other 
town in the country beat its civic breast in envy and frustration. 

Such a beautiful place . . . and so smart. 

It hardly seems fair for one city to be so richly endowed. 
The touring travel editors from all parts of the United States 
and Canada succumbed immediately to Savannah’s tharm. All 
of us took it for granted they would. After all, the old lady 
with the azaleas and camellias in her hair is probably Georgia’s 
most reliable charmer. 


We expected them to walk more slowly, to linger in the 
beautiful little parks and squares, to sit a moment in the sun 
on a balcony overlooking the river and watch the busy little 
tugs nudge a big cargo ship toward the sea. We knew they'd 
love the old houses and admire the new Eugene Talmadge 
bridge which spans the river and the marshes and links Georgia 
to South Carolina with a bracelet of lights. (So bemused were 
they by the beauty of the view from the bridge some of them 
almost forgot to find out which highways it accommodated and 
how much time it saves the hurried tourist.) 


But the thing that really !tmpressed the traveling editors, 
I believe, was the astuteness of a city which preserves the 
beauties of the past instead of sweeping them away in the name 
of a titan called Progress. 

We went down to the Pirate’s House for breakfast and as 
most Georgians already know it is a fascinating place right in 
the shadow of the gas works. It is an old inn, connected by a 
tiny patio with the old Herb House, which is believed to be 
Savannah’s oldest house, built in 1734 in the trustees’ garden. 
The trustees’ garden, forerunner of the experiment station, was 
started by General Oglethorpe with roots and baskets of seed 
brought from al] parts of the world to develop seedlings for 
the colonists. 


Anyhow, less than 10 years ago that whole area was a slum 
—as desolate and depressing as anything in Atlanta or any 
other sizable city. The Savannah Gas Co. had acquired the 
area, known as “Old Fort,’’ and everybody naturally assumed 
the bedraggled old dwellings would be razed and maybe a fine 
smooth parking lot put in their place. | 

But Savannah citizens, as I said, are smarter than most, 
Mrs. Hansell Hillyer, wife of the president of the gas company, 
led the movement to save the Old Fort section, restore it and 
make it one of the prettiest and most convenient residential sec- 
tions in Savannah. 


The result is something wonderful to see. All the old 
houses have been renovated and repaired, painted and their gar- 
dens planted. Long .after the bus load of travel editors 


was 
slated to move on to new scenes we lingered in Trustees’ Gar- 
den Village, strolling down the tree-lined streets, shamelessly 


hanging over beautiful old iron gates and brick walls to admire 
the flowers and catch a glimpse of elegant interiors. 

Almost in the heart of its business and industrial section 
Savannah has one of the most charming residential sections in 
the country. Few other big cities have been so smart. 

Atlanta could do the same. Instead of letting commerce 
blight our close-to-town residential areas we should, like Sa- 
vannah, divert it to our own uses. There’s nothing wrong with 
progress. Dilapidation and decay do not necessarily follow in its 
wake. I hope the very next housing project that is undertaken 
in Atlanta will be to preserve some of the big old homes south 
of the Capitol and restore them and their gardens to past beauty.

Aiken Says Eisenhower 


Won't Sign Farm Bill

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (P—Sen. George D. Aiken (R- 
Vt) said today he believed President Eisenhower would 
refuse to sign a proposed Democratic bill to restore fixed 
high farm price supports. 

Aiken, the administration's top 
farm spokesman in the senate, 
made the statement after Sen. Olin 
D. Johnston (D-SC) had expressed 
hope the Democratic-steered Con- 
gress would complete action on the 
measure next year. 

Aiken and Johnston debated the 
current farm price skid on the 
CBS television program, ‘The 
Leading Question.’” Democrats plan 
to make farm prices a major issue
